Revision of Voting Lists of Philadel­ 
phia Completed. 
Philadelphia, Sept. 
7.— The a sses­ 
sors of the 1,104 election divisions of 
the city, whose duty it is to place on 
the voting lists the names of all quali­ 
fied electors, completed their revision 
of the lists W ednesday. 
For the past 
two months the policemen and other 
city employes, under the direction of 
Mayor Weaver and 
the City party, 
have been making 
a canvass of the 
city for the purpose 
of purging the 
lists 
of illegal voters. 
The 
police 
made reports alleging that more than 
60,000 were on the lists in violation 
of the election law. 
In all divisions 
where alleged fraudulent names were 
found the assessors were required to 
strike them off. 
In most cases they 
complied 
with the

refused to

names without satisfactory proof and 
it is probable that some of the a sses­ 
sors will be compelled to appear in 
court to show cause why they refused 
to strike c t fraudulent names. 


Terms of Peace Treaty Not to Their 
Liking. 
Toklo, Sept. 7.— Under a vigorous 
defense by the conservative journals 
supporting the government and a full­ 
er and better appreciation ol the sit­ 
uation confronting the country, public 
sentiment is showing some evidence of 
reaction. 
The argument that it is im­ 
possible 
for Japan to continue 
tile 
bloody war merely tor the purpose of 
securing indemnity is proving effec­ 
tive in allaying dissatisfaction. 
It is 
believed that when the government is 
free to explain fully the conditions of 
the settlement and the logic appertain­ 
ing to them the reaction of sentiment 
will largely increase. 
The entire nation is keenly disap­ 
pointed 
at 
the 
outcome. 
Nowhere 
throughout the empire has there been 
a step taken toward the celebration 
of the conclusion of peace. 
The rad * 
chis continue their campaign again; t 
the government, demanding the pu - 
ishment of those responsible for ti - 
compromise. 
The forthcoming diet ‘s 
certain to be turbulent, and It is pre­ 
dicted that the Katsura government 
will be forced from office. 
The declines in the market and the 
unsatisfactory crop 
conditions, cou­ 
pled, naturally, with the heavy obliga­ 
tions of the government, have created 
a fear In some quarters that a Anan- j 
elal 
depression 
and 
unsatisfactory 
business conditions are impending. A 
prominent banker said that the Tokio 
exchange was an accurate barometer 
of real conditions, as lately the ex ­ 
change transactions have been largely 
speculative. 
The 
August 
settlement 
was the largest in the history of the 
exchange. 
The recent decline be said 
was the result of conditions within the 
exchange, and not correct reflection 
of 
general conditions.

added 
“There is plenty 
of money in the 
country 
and, undoubtedly we 
will 
weather any difficulty that may occur. 
Repatriation of the Army.

The final estimate on lateral sewer 
"H” was also submitted. There was 
yet due the contractor $380 which was 
.allowed. 
The committee to which was referred 
the matter of making repairs on the 
street along the Drakes.tar in recomend - 
ed that no action be taken at this time. 


The extension of the water main on 
Pine street was the subject of some dis­ 
cussion. 
The street committee had 
taken the matter up with Supt. Wright. 
of the Minnesota Water Works com­ 
pany, but no definite answer could be 
secured. Alderman Halladay later in­ 
quired of City Attorney Mantor, pre­ 
sumably having in mind this extension, 
whether the city had not the right un­ 
der the franchise to enforce an improve­ 
ment of this kind, all other conditions 
being complied with on the part of the 
city. Judge Mantor stated that natur­ 
ally the city did have the right but it 
was like the case of a carpenter or con 
tractor, who,{when he had secured with­ 
in a hundred dollars of the amount due 
him for erecting a house, paid no atten­ 
tion to the requirements of the contract 
notwithstanding the demonstrations of 
the man who was having the house 
built. This contractor had got about 
all he could reasonably expect to get 
for his hire. No notion was taken last 
night in the matter. 
The sewer committee reported that 
the Minnesota Water Works company 
had signified its willingness to extend 
the main on Holly street to the corner 
of Holly and Third if the city would put 
in the hydrant. The proposition was 
accepted. 


FIGURE ON NEW PLANT. 
The first real important move toward 
settling the water works problem was 
taken up last night when a motion was 
made and unanimously carried that 
City Engineer Woolman proceed at once 
to figure on the cost of installing a new 
plant and in conjunction with the spe­ 
cial committee appointed some time ago 
on this question furnish an estimate to 
the city council as soon a> possible. 
This naturally is a big ta-^k.and there­ 
fore the city engineer inquired as to the 
nature of the plant. etc. 
It was finally 
decided that the engineer be required 
to furnish an estimate of the cost of 
the pipe and the laying of the same, and 
other estimates will be secured as to 
the plant proper, filters 
etc. 
It was 
not intimated last night what might be 
the course of the city council, but it is 
evident that some action will be taken 
at once. There are several propositions 
which will arise in connection with the 
initialling of a new plant. 
For instance 
there is one project of placing a reser­ 
voir on Ahrens hill, another one which 
would mean the laying of a pipe to this 
city from some one of the lakes in the 
vicinity of Brainerd, but all these mat­ 
ters will be taken up later.
